Mrs. Hobby Paints 
Rosy Picture’ of 
2-Cent Hour Rises

told an audience of 5,000 in San 
Francisco last week that ten 
years from now each person will 
have $400 per year more to 
spend, due to higher pay rates 
and lower taxes. 


Labor people took out pencil 
and paper and figured that this 
means the equivalent of pre- 
dicting that 10 years from now 
everybody wil! get 20 cents more 
an hour than now, thus averag- 
ing a wage boost of 2 cents an 
hour per year for 10 years. 

This modest prediction was 
hailed in the Oakland Tribune 
as a “rosy picture,” in its report 
of the sessions of the National 
Conference of Social Work. 

After everyone is getting the 
equivalent of 20 cents more per 
hour, however, Mrs. Hobby said, 
people will save less, because 
nearly 10 million Americans will 
be retired and drawing benefits, 
while up to now workers over 
45 were the ones who saved 
more of their earnings. 

Mrs. Hobby expects there will 
be a 25 percent increase in gov- 
ernment employees, but in local 
and state governments because 
of their expanding services and 
not as Federal employees. She 
said that in 1965 the Number of 
farmers per capita will drop 15 
percent below today. 

While the amount spent by 
people for food and “non-dur- 


jables” will not rise much, she 


expects that bigger proportions 
of income will go for automo- 
biles, television sets, contribu- 
tions to charity and for such 
services as medical care and 
education. People will spend 
much of their new-found leisure 
from shorter working hours in 
church and cultural work. And 
families will be bigger.
